I will call your atientiun to thefact am fo 
some questions, as to which 
it would seem there should be no dis- 
agreement. During this prostration two 
essential clements of prosperity have 
been most abundant. Tabor and capital 
both have been largely unempluyed. 
Where security has been undoubted, capi- 
tal has been attainable at very moderate 
rates. Where labor has been wanted, it 
has been found in abundance at cheap 
rates, compared with that of necessaries, 
and comforts of life could be pur- 
chased with the wages demanded. 
Two great elements of prosperity, 
therefore, have been denied us. A third 
might be added. Our soil and climate 
are unequalled within the limits of any 
contiguous territory under our national- 
ty, for its variety of products to feed and 
clothe a people, and in that amount of 
surplus to spare to feed less favored 
people. ‘Therefore, with these factsin 
view, it seems to me that wise statesman- 
ship at this session of,congress would dic- 
tate legislation ignoring the past, di- 
recting in proper channe's vhese great 
elements of Me sens vers 4 to any people. 
Debt abro is the only element 
that can, with always a sound currency, 
enter into our affairs to cause any con- 
tinued depression in the industries and 
prosperity of our people. A great 
CONFLICT FOR NATIONAL EXISTENCE 


made necessary, for temporary purposes, 
the raising of large sums of money from 


whatever source attainable. It 
made it necessary, in the  wis- 
dom of congress, and I do not 


doubt their wisdom in the premises, re- 
garding the necessity of the times, to de- 
vise a system of national currency, which 
it proved to be impossible to keep on 
par with the recognized currency of the 
civilized world. This begot a spirit of 
speculation, involving an 
EXTRAVAGANCE AND LUXURY, 
not required for the happiness or pros- 
perity of a people, and involving both di- 
rectly and indirectly foreign indebted- 
ness, the currency being of fluctuating 
value, and therefore unsafe to hold for 
legitimate tranactions, requiring money 
to become a subject of speculation in 
itself. These two causes, however, have 
involved us in a foreign indebtedness, 
contracted in good faith by borrower and 
lender, which shall be paid in coin, and 
according to bond agreed upon, 
when the debt was ccntracted in gold or 
its equivalent. The good faith of the 
government cannot be violated towards 
creditors without national disgrace; but 
Our commerce should be encouraged, 
AMERICAN SIIIPBUILDING, 
carrying capacity increased, foreign mar. 
kets sought for, products of the soil and 
manufactories, to the end that we may be 
able to pay these debis, Wherea new 
market can be created for the sale of our 
products, either of the soil, the mine or 
the mapufactory, @ new means is discov 
ered of utilizing our idle capital and la- 
bor to the advantage of the whole people; 
but in my judgment the. first step to- 
wards accomplishing this object is to se- 
cure a 
CURRENCY OF FIXED STABLE VALUE; 
@ currency good wherever civilization 
reigus; One which if it becomes super- 
abundant with one people will find a 
market with ‘ome other; a currency 
which has as its basis the labor necessary 
to produce it which will give to itits value. 
Gold and silver are now the recognized 
mediums of exchange the civilized world 
over, and to this we should return with 
the least practicable delay. In view of 
the pledges of the American congress, 
when our present legal tender system 
was adopted and debt contracted, there 
should be no delay, certainiv no unneces- 
sary delay, in fixing by legislation a 
method by which we will 

RETURN TO SPECIE. 
To the accomplishment of this end I 
invoke your spectal attention. I believe 
firmly that there can he no prosperous 
and permanent revival of busiress‘ and 
industries till a policy is adopted, with 
legisiation to carry it out, looking toa 
return to specie basis. 
It is easy to conceive that debtor and 
speculative classes may think it of value 
to them to make so called money abus- 
dant till they can draw a portion of their 
burdens upon others ; but even these, I 
believe, would be disappointed in the re- 
sult if a course should be pursued which 
will keep in doubt the value of the legal 
tender medium of exchange. A revival 
of productive industry is needed by all 
classes—by none more than the holders 
of property of whatever sort, with debts 
to liquidate from realization on its sale. 
But admitting that these two classes of 
citizens are to be benefitted by expansion, 
would it be honest to give it? Would 
not the general loss be too great to justi- 
fy such relief? Would it not be just as 
honest and prudent to authorize each 
debtor to issue his own legal tender to 
ihe extent of his liabilities. Than to 
do this, would it not be safer,for fear of 
over-issues by unscrupulous creditcrs, to 
say that all del t obliga:iong are oblitera- 
ted in the United States and now we 
commence even, each possessing all he 
has at the time, free from incumbrance. 
The propositions are 


TOO ABSURD TO BE ENTERTAINED 


for a moment by thiuking or honest peo- 
ple. Yet every delay in preparation for 
the final resumption partakes of this dis 
honesty, and is only less in degree®as the 
hope is held out that a convenient season 
will et last artive for the good work of 
redeeming our pledges to commence. 
It will never come,in my opinion, except 


by positive action by con- 
gerss, or by national disasters 
which will destroy, for a _ time, 


at least, the credit of individuals and the 
state at large. A sound currency might 
be reached by total bankruptcy and dis- 
credit of the nation and of individuals. 
I believe it is in the power of congress at 
this session to devise such Tegislation as 
will renew confidence, revive all the 
industries, start us On a career of pros- 
perity to last for many years, and to save 
the credit of the nation and of the peo- 
ple. Stepstoward the return to a specie 
basis are the requisites to this devc utly 
to be sought forend. There are others 
which I may touch on hereafter. A na- 
tion dealing in a currency below that of 
specie in value labors under two great 
disadvat ta zes. 

Ist. Having no use for the world’s 
acknowledged medium of exchange, gold 
and silver. These are driven out of the 
country, because there is no demand for 
their use.

For after 
all, itis only worth just what it will 
buy of gold and silver metals, having 
an intrinsic value just in proportion to 
the honest labor it takes to produce them. 
A larger margin must be allowed for 
rofit by the manufacturer and producer. 
t is months from the date of produc- 
tion to date of realization. Interest upon 
capital must be charged, and risk of 
fluctuation in value of that whichisto be 
received in payment added hence to high 
prices, acting as a protection to the for- 
eign producer, who receives nothing in ex} 
change for his products except a curren- 
cy good at a staple value the world over.

DECREASED PURCHASING POWER

On the next day, I issued my 
proclamation commanding the insurgents 
to disperse within five days trom 
the date thereof, and subsequently 
learned that on that day they had taken 
FORCIBLE POSSESSION OF THE STATE

Steps were taken by me to support 
the existing and recognized state govern- 
ment, but before the expiration of the 
five days, the iasurrectionary movement 
was practically abandoned, and the offi- 
cers of the state government, with some 
minor exceptions, resumed their powers 
and duties. Considering that 
THE PRESENT STATE ADMINISTRATION OF 
LOUISIANA 
has been the only government in that 
state for nearly two years, that it has 
been tacitly acknowledged and acqui- 
esced in as such by congress, and more 
than once expressly recognized by me, 
I regarded it as my clear duty when le- 
gally called on for that purpose, to pre- 
vent its overthrow by an armed mob, 
under the pretense of fraud and irregu- 
larity; in the election of 1872. I have 
heretofore called attention of congress 
tothis subject, stating that on account of 
frauds and forgeries committed at said 
election, and because it seems that re- 
turns were never legally canvassed, it 
was impossible to tell who were chosen, 
but from the best sources of information 
at my command, | have always believed
